5) a brief identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the examiner 

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner )

Examiner suggested 
deleting in paragraph [0028] the phrase "copies of which are included in the figures section", incorporating the 
preferred "declorinating agent species into a further dependent claim 13 rather than as thepreferred language of claim 
1, deleting the language "but should not be a limitation upon the scope of the invention" from the claims, follow the 
examples for alternative groups at page 5, first full paragraph of the Office Action and/or insert punctuation to separate 
the species. Discussed possibly showing quatrepolymer as an art recognized term. 
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
